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New Law Regulates 


The act to regulate the production and distribu- 
tion of biologics, enacted in 1935, will be repealed 


September 19 when the Health and Safety Code 
becomes effective. Chapter 4 of Division IT of the 
code, which covers the subject, reads as follows: 


DIVISION II. 


CHAPTER 4. BIOLOGICS. 


1600. used in this chapter, ‘‘distribute’’ includes 
sale and xchange. 

1601. As used in this chapter, ‘“biologics’’ includes 
serum, vaccine, live vaccine, killed vaccine, tissue 
vaccine, autogenous vaccine, live virus, killed virus, 
live bacterial culture, killed bacterial culture, bac- 
terin, hormone, tissue extract, gland extract, gland 
preparation, insulin and similar products made from 
animal tissues or micro-organisms and offered for 
sale for the prevention or treatment of disease. 


1602. No person shall distribute biologics pro-— 


dueed other than: 


(a) In a laboratory licensed by the United States 
Publie Health Service ; 

(b) In a laboratory licensed by the Bureau of 
Animal Industry of the United States Department 
of Agriculture ; or 

(¢) Under the provisions of this chapter. 


1603. The State department shall make rules and 
regulations governing the storage and transporta- 
tion. of all. biologics by whomsoever produced and 
soverning the production, standards of potency and 
truthful advertising of all biologics except those Lake 
duced under license from any of the following: 


(a) United States Public Health Service ; 


(b) Bureau of Animal Industry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 


1604. The department shall prescribe minimum 
standards for equipment of laboratories used in the 


production of biologics under licenses issued under — 
this chapter. 


1605. No person shall engage in the business. of 
preparing biologics in this State, except under a 
license issued by the State department or the United 
States Public Health Service or the Bureau of Animal 
Industry of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 


1606. The department by rules and regulations 
shall prescribe minimum standards for the production 
of various types of biologics. 


1607. Applications for licenses shall be made upon 
forms issued by the State department. 


1608. The application shall contain at least the 
following : 


(a) The name and address of the person owning 
the place, establishment, or institution in which the 
laboratory is to be operated ; 

-(b) The name and address of the person to operate 
the laboratory ; 

(c) The types of biologics to be produced ; ) 

(d) A full deseription of the building, its location, 
facilities, equipment, and apparatus to be used in the 
operation of the laboratory; | 

-(e) Such additional information as the depart- 
ment may require by any uniform rule or regulation 
in order to show qomgmance a: minimum require- 
ments.

(d) The year covered by the license. 


1614. The State department shall fix reasonable 


charges for analyzing and testing the products of a 


licensee, and shall make such: rules and regulations, 
not inconsistent with this chapter as may be necessary 
to carry out the provisions of this chapter. 

1615. Licenses shall be suspended or revoked by 
the State department for the violation of any provi- 
sion of this chapter or of any rule or regulation made 
by the State department under authority conferred by 
this chapter. 

1616. Licenses shall be suspended or revoked only 
after a hearing at which the licensee shall have an 


opportunity to appear, either in person or by counsel, 


and to present evidence in his behalf. The licensee 
shall have at least ten days notice of the hearing. 
The notice may be served by registered mail addressed 
to the licensee’s last known address. 

- 1617. No suspension or revocation of a license shall 


be effective until after the department has served 
upon the licensee a written order stating the grounds 


and reasons for the suspension or revocation. The 


order may be served by registered mail addressed 


to the licensee’s last known address. 

1618. The violation of any provision of this chap- 
ter or of any rule or reculation issued under this 
chapter is a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not 
less than fifty dollars nor more than five hundred dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment for not more than thirty 
days, or by both. 

1619. The State department shall enforce this 
chapter. 

1620. The department in issuing, suspending, or 
revoking a license shall be controlled by the facts of 
each case and shall have no arbitrary discretion.

SCHOOLS MAY COMBAT UNDERNOUR- 
 JSHMENT 
Amendments written into the School Code by the 
last Legislature enable the public schools to provide 
breakfasts and lunches, without charge, for pupils 


who do not otherwise receive proper nourishment. 
The amendments are covered by sections 1.102 to 


1.106 of the School Code and read as follows: 


1.102. Governing boards of all school districts may 
provide, without charge, breakfasts and lunches, or 


either thereof, for pupils within the district who do 
not otherwise receive proper nourishment. 


1.103. Governing boards of school districts may 
establish rules by which to determine which pupils 
are entitled to meals without charge. 


1.104. For the purpose of providing funds with 
which to obtain breakfasts or lunches or both for 
needy pupils, the governing boards of every school 


district may levy and collect a district tax over and 


above the maximum elsewhere specified in this code. 


1.105. District funds may also be used for the 
purchase of breakfasts or lunches or both for needy 
pupils. 


1.106. Each official and department of the State 


of California having charge of the administering of 


funds for the relief of indigents may contribute and 
pay any of such funds subject to his or its disposal 
to any school district within the State, to be used by 
such district for the purposes hereinabove specified ; 
and every county, city and county, and city within 
the State may pay any of its funds available for the 
relief of indigents to any school district, or districts, 
within or partly within such county, city and county © 
and city for the purposes herein specified.

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LAW TO ESTABLISH VITAL 
AMENDED 


- Chapter 8, Division IX, of the new Health and 
Safety Code, broadens the scope of the old Vital 
Statistics Registration Act, as indicated in section 
10600 and 10600.5. The chapter reads as follows: 


DIVISION IX. 


CHAPTER 8. PROCEEDINGS TO ESTABLISH RECORD. 


10600. If for any cause any birth, death, or mar- 
riage, occurring in this State was not registered in 
conformity with the provisions of law in effect at 
the time it oceurred by the filing of the proper cer- 
tificate with the local registrar within a period of one 
vear from the date of the event or if such record has 
been filed but thereafter lost or destroyed, any person 
beneficially interested in establishing of record the 
fact of such birth, death, or marriage may petition 
the superior court of the county in which it is 
alleged to have occurred for an order judicially estab- 
lishing the fact of the birth, death, or marriage. } 

10600.5. If a person, domiciled in this State, was 
born or married outside of the State, or, if any person 
domiciled in this State at the time of his death, died 
outside of the State, and the birth, death, or marriage 
was not registered in the State or country in which 
it occurred, or a certified copy of the record of the 
birth, death, or marriage is not obtainable, any person 


beneficially interested in establishing of record the 


fact of the birth, death, or marriage, may petition 
the superior court of the county in which the person, 
if a living person, resides, or if the person has died, 
in the county in which he was domiciled at the date of 
his death, for an order judicially establishing the 
fact of the birth, death, or marriage. | 

10601. The petition shall be verified and shall con- 
tain all the data necessary to enable the court to deter- 
mine the fact of the birth, death, or marriage upon 
the proofs adduced in behalf of the petitioner at the 
hearing. 

10602... A copy of the petition shall be mee upon 
the local registrar of vital statistics, and also upon the 
district attorney of the county in which the birth, 
death, or marriage is alleged to have occurred, and 
either may appear at the hearing and oppose the 
making of the order. 

10603. The hearing shall be had at a time fixed by 
the court, not less than ten days after the filing of 
the petition. 

10604. Notice of the hearing shall be given by 
publication for the same time and in the same man- 
ner as required by section 327 of the Probate Code. 

10605. If, upon the hearing, the allegations of 
the petition are established to the satisfaction of the 
court, the court may make an order determining 
that the birth, death, or marriage did in fact occur 
at the time and place shown by the proofs adduced 
at the hearing. 

10606. The order shall be made in the form and 
upon the blank prescribed and furnished by the State 


registrar and only one birth, death, or marriage shall 


be ineluded in it. 


10607. The order shall become effective upon the 
filing of a certified copy with the local registrar of 
vital statistics, and the delivery therewith for trans- 
mittal to the State registrar of a standard certificate 


containing such facts and signatures as are obtain- 


able, and upon the filing of a certified copy of the 
order with the State registrar. 


NEW LAW DEFINES A VAGRANT 
Section 647 of the Penal Code, pertaining to 
vagrancy, was amended by the 1939 Legislature. This 
section of the code is useful to health officers in 
detaining individuals who may be infected with a 
venereal disease. The amended law specifically de- 
fines a vagrant and provides the health officer with 
a more effective weapon in the control of venereal 
diseases among persons of this class. : 


Section 647 now reads as follows: 


a. Every person (except a California Indian) 
without visible means of living who has the physical 
ability to work, and who does not seek employment, nor 


labor when employment i is offered him; or, 


2. Every beggar who solicits alms as a business; or, 


3. Every person who roams about from place to 
place without any lawful business; or, 


4. Every person known to be a pickpocket, thief, 
burglar or confidence operator, either by his own con- 
fession, or by his having been convicted of either 
of such offenses, and having no visible or lawful 
means of support, when found loitermg around any 
steamboat landing, railroad depot, banking institution, 
broker’s office, place of amusement, auction room, 


‘store, shop or. crowded thoroughfare, ear, or omnibus, 


or any public gathering or assembly ; or, 


0. Hvery idle, or lewd, or dissolute person, or asso- 
ciate of known thieves ; or, 


6. Every person who wanders about the streets at 
late or unusual hours of the night, without any visible 
or lawful business; or, 


7. Every person alin lodges i in any barn, shed. shop, 
outhouse, vessel, or place other than. such as 1s kept 
for lodging purposes, without the permission of the 


Owner or party entitled to the possession thereof ; or, 


8. Every person who lives in and about Syaees of 
ll- fame ; or, 


a Beers person who acts. as a runner or capper 
for attorneys in and about police courts or eity pris- 
ONS; OF, 


10. Every common prostitute; or, 
11. Every common drunkard ; 


Is a vagrant and is punishable by a fine of not 
exceeding five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment 
in the county jail not exceeding six months, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment.

The continued and increasing prevalence of small- 
pox, and the recent outbreak in an eastern state, in 


which the disease was believed to have been introduced 


by a nonresident traveler, should stimulate health offi- 
cers and citizens with inquiring minds and concern 
for the public health to consider and apply the one 
specific preventive measure that will control the dis- 
ease—vaccination. No other disease of mankind is so 
easily controlled. The efficacy of vaccination needs no 
further demonstration, and with modern methods this 
simple prophylactic procedure causes little or no dis- 
comfort. The cost is so small as to make it readily 
available and within the means of everyone. With a 
proper regard for, and the application of, this effective 
means of prevention, there is no doubt that smallpox 
can be eliminated from every section of the country.—
